US. Seeks Suspension 
Of Maritime Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Government proposed 
Thursday that the maritime 
strike be suspended for 60 days 
to allow a three-man committee 
to be named by President John 
F. Kennedy to recommend a 
solution, 


Secretary of Labor Arthur J. 
Goldberg urged the shipping 
employers and striking unions 
to accept the peace plan in what 
he termed their own and the 
national interest. 


Goldberg told a news confer- 
ence the week-old shipping tie- 
up, if permitted to continue, 
“will contribute seriously to the 
worsening of the nation’s trade 
and dollar balances.” 


“Our foreign commerce will 
be adversely affected,” he said. 

Reporting that the federal 
mediation and conciliation serw- 
ice has found the strike negotia- 
tions in New York to be stale- 
mated, Goldberg said he is pro- 


posing the peace formula to all: 


concerned in behalf of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Kennedy obviously approved 
the plan in advance, because 
Goldberg said that if it is ac- 
cepted the President will name 
three top labor experts to sift 
the complicated issues. 


As Goldberg outlined the 
plan, the committee would have 
45 days to help the employers 
and unions seek their own 
agreement and to formulate 
settlement recommendations if 
no such agreement is forthcom- 
ing. 


An additional 15 days of 60- 
day, no-strike period would be 
provided for negotiating on the 


basis, of the committee's recom- 
mendations. 

Goldberg said “A gistinguish- 
ed panel of disinterested citi- 
zens” is ready to take over the 
problem if the plan is accepted. 
The men are David lL. Cole, 
former Federal Mediation Serv- 
ice director, who would be the 
committee chairman; Judge 
Samuel I. Rosenman, one-time 
counsel to former Presidents 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Harry 8S. Truman, and Prof. 
James J. Healy of the Harvard 
University Business School. 


Goldberg said the three-man 
group would consider all issues 
in dispute, including the de- 
mana of the unions involved 
for bargaining rights on Ameri- 
can-owned foreign flag ships. 


The Labor Secretary request- 
ed all concerned in the mari- 
time dispute to reply to his pro- 
posal by 2 p.m, turday. At 
that time Goldberg has arrang- 
ed to report on the situation 
to the President. 


It was considered likely that 
if the plan should be rejected, 
the Government may have no 
other recourse other than to in- 
voke the Taft-Hartley Law’s na- 
tional emergency provisions for 
ar 80-day court injunction to 
stop the strike.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk Thurs- 
day rejected as false Soviet pro 

Premier Nikita Khrush- 


chev’s contention that his pro- 
posed separate peace treaty 
with East Germany would be 
similar to the non-Communist 
nations’ decision to go ahead 
with a peace treaty with Japan 
in 1951 without Russia. 

Rusk was asked at his news 
conference to comment on 
Khrushchev’s contention that 
the West could not complain if 
he signed a separate peace 
treaty with East Germany, 
turning over control of West- 
ern access to West Berlin to the 
East Germans, because the 
Western powers had signed a 
separate treaty with Japan 10 
years ago. 

Rusk replied that the situa- 
tions were entirely different. 
He said Japan at the time had 
an elected, representative gov- 
ernment for the entire nation, 
whereas Germany is divided 
and the government of East 
Germany is not representative. 

Forty-nine nations signed the 
San Francisco Peace Treaty 
with Japan. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment was consulted in pre- 
paration of the treaty draft. It 
did not avail itself of the full, 
offered opportunity for consul- 
tation, but did attend the treaty 
conference. . 

Also, Rusk added, the San 
Francisco treaty did not affect 
Soviet rights in Japan whereas 
the proposed Soviet peace treaty 
with East Germany would at- 
tempt to cancel Allied rights in 
West Berlin based upon inter- 
national agreements with Rus- 
sia 


Quake Hits Tokyo, 
North, Mid-Japan 


An earthquake tremor was 
felt last night in the Tokyo area 
and parts of the central and 
northern areas of Japan.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk said 
Thursday the Soviets cannot 
extinguish the right of the 
Western powers in Berlin, 

Rusk charged the Soviet 
Union with heightening world 
tension by threatening to sign 
a separate peace treaty with 
East Germany by the end of 
1961. 

He told a news conference 
that the Soviet Union talks 
peace but threatens the obvious 

ace already existing in West 

riin. 

He emphasized the United 
States would strongly oppose 
any effort to permanently divi- 
de Germany through a separate 
peace treaty. 

He stressed that the United 
States, Britain and France are 
in Berlin by the right of con- 
quest and not through any suf- 
ferance of the Soviet Union. 

Rusk devoted by far the great- 
er portion of his news confer- 
ence to the Berlin question. 

He read a prepared state- 
ment of 600 words which added 
up to a strong affirmation that 
the United States and its allies 
are clearly and firmly determin- 
ed to meet their obligations to 
the people of West Berlin. 

Rusk also made these points: 

FOREIGN AID—The full 
$4,800 million requested by 
President John F. Kennedy 
with the flexibility requested 
for long-term loan authority is 
vitally necessary to the “con- 
tinued life of our country and 
the Free World of which we 
are a part.” 

UCLEAR = TESTS—The 
United States expects to con- 
tinue talks with the Soviet 
Union looking toward a test 
ban treaty with adequate in- 
spection safeguards. 

Rusk declared that the So- 
viet Union had dealt a serious 
setback because of its unco- 
operative attitude. 

The U.S. does not intend to 
merge the test ban talks in any 
general disarmament confer 
ence. 

Rusk made clear the serioug 
ness with which he regards the 
Berlin crisis. 

He said consultations with 
allies are under way. 

“The militant tone of the 
speeches made yesterday in 
Moscow by Chairman Khrush- 
chev and other Soviet leaders,” 
Rusk said, “must be a source 
of keen disappointment to those 
who seek to advance the cause 
of peace.”

“In reviewing US.Japan 
trade since the war, we find 
that Japan has had a large an- 
nual excess of imports over ex- 
ports, which reached its peak 
in 1957 when the gap was $1,000 
million. In 1958 our increasing 
exports narrowed the margin, 
and in 1959 we had a favorable 
trade balance for the first time, 
but since then we again have 
an excess of imports over ex-

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For Canada 
Proposed 


OTTAWA (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
As a means of improving rela- 
tions between the people of 
Canada and Japan, the Japa- 
nese authorities have proposed 
that the Canadian Government 
— a small, highly selected 

w of skilled immigrants. 

An official of the Japanese 
Embassy here said that he 
thinks that Canadians would 
acquire a new respect for the 
Japanese pedple if they could 
meet and mingle with them. 
He added that he hopes that 
some of the expert technicians, 
engineers and managers who 
have created the thriving indus- 
try of postwar Japan may be 
allowed to come to Canada with 
their families, 

This proposal was made 
the Canadian Government at 
the end of five and a half 
months of negotiations over 
quotas to be imposed on Japa- 
nese exports to this country 
during 1961. 

Canada took a very strong at- 
titude in the negotiations, in- 
sisting on reductions of some 
quotas, no change in others, and 
no more than minor increases 
in others, 

Canada's hard bargain on 
the 1961 quotas was ba on 
unemployment and economic 
difficulty. In one case, that of 
stainless steel cutlery, the 1961 
quota was reduced to little more 
than half the 1960 level. 

Quotas have also been re- 
duced on several textile items, 
and eight new textile products 
have been added to the list of 
= subject to quota restric- 
tion. 

Japan's decision to accept the 
new quotas was a political one, 
according to well-informed 
sources here. The Tokyo Gov- 
erament decided to put good 
political relations before trade 
expansion. 

Japanese spokesmen have 
suggested that trade discrimina- 
tion against Japan may, in ef- 
fect, be a reflection of racial dis- 
crimination since, they argue, 
no quotas have been imposed 
against American or European 
exports which injure Canadian 
producers. 

That is why the Japanese are 
now approaching the problem 
through the immigration pro 
posal. Direct personal contact, 
they believe, is the best way to 
break down an attitude which, 
they think, dates back to the 
1930s. 


Czech Diplomat

While the voices of those who 
are directly engaged in export 
ing to Japan and profiting 
thereby are hardly heard, seme 
segments of American industry 
are constantly carrying on 
movements for the limitation 
of imports from Japan. Our 
great concern over these move- 
ments has recently been height- 
ened by the fact that some 
American labor unions have 
also been showing protectionist 
tendencies. 


“On our side, we have been 
endeavoring to export to the 
United States on an orderly 
basis ... We have instituted 
50 
principal commodities such as 
cotton products, tuna, plywood 
and transistor radios, the total 
value of which constitute about 
40 per cent of Japan's exports 
to the United States. 

“The consequence has been a 
marked shrinkage of our share 
of the American market. In 


cotton textiles, for example, Ja- 
pan supplied 70 per cent of 


U.S. import requirements in 


|1956 ... Now, we have only 
23 per cent . .*. because other 
textile producing countries, 


which were not limitc! by 


|quotas, increased their exports 


to the United States at Japan's 
expense. 

“This situation, where a na- 
tion which cooperates most 
with the United States, does so 
at competitive disadvantage, is 
dampening the enthusiasm of 
some of our businessmen about 


cooperation with the United 
States. 
“My government, of course, 


will continue the policy of 
maintaining orderly trade with 
the United States ... I sin- 
cerely hope that the American 
side, as the leader of the Free 
World, will also adhere to lib- 
eral trade practices. 

“In this connection, I. great- 
ly welcome the establishment of 
the joint US.Japan Cabinet 
committee to meet periodically 
to adjust difficulties and promote 
an orderly expansion of trade 
between our two countries. 

“Such trade expansion is, 
furthermore, essential to a high 
rate of economic growth in Ja- 
pan as well as in the US. 

“I also believe that the pre- 
sence of Japan as a stabilizing 
force has a reaching and favor- 
able influence on the political 
situation in Southeast Asia 


| which recently has been show- 
of | ing signs of great unrest and 


instability. 

“Although Japan has made 
Spectacular economic progress 
and our per capita national 
income is higher than any 
other Asian nation, it is still 
very low compared with most 
European national incomes such 
as West Germany, which is 
three times larger. 

“This situation is mainly at- 
tributable to the fact that almost 
40 per cent of Japan’s employ- 
ed are engaged in agriculture, 
which is only about one-third as 
productive as the manufactur- 
ing industries. Moreover, 60 
per cent of those employed in 
manufacturing industries work 
in small and medium enter- 
prises, which are only from one- 
third to one-half as productive 
as the large manufacturers. 

“Thus, while our economy 
has a modern appearance, with 
some industries capable of main- 
taining Western levels of pro- 
ductivity, we also have a con- 
siderable number of low pro- 
ductivity industries. . .. 

“I have long advocated that 
modernization of our economy 
will contribute to the nation’s 
political health. Since becom- 
ing Prime Minister, I have 


undertaken various measures, to 
give full play to our economic 
growth potential, within the 
‘plan to double the national] in- 
come.’ 


“This plan is almed at doubl- 
ing within 10 years the gross 
national product, which last 
year was about $36,000 million. 
One of the principal objectives 
of such growth is the gradual 
removal of the disparities among 
the various sectors of Japanese 
industry and the attainment of 
a modern economic structure. 


“We will have to import vast 
amounts of raw materials and 
industrial goods such as mach- 
inery. The plan calle for an 
increase in imports of about 9 

r cent annually, reaching 

10,000 million in 1970. Whether 
we can increase our imports to 
that level depends upon how 
much we can export to pay for 
imports. It follows from this 
that we want the United States 
to continue to buy large quan- 
tities of Japanese commodities. 


“At this point I would like to 
draw your attention to the un- 
favorable situation we face in 
Europe. The trade of the Eur- 
opean countries is two-and-one- 
half times larger in scale than 
that of the United States, but 
our exports to these countries 
are only about one-fourth of 
our exports to the United States. 
Our efforts to increase exports 
to Europe are seriously imped- 
ed by discriminatory measures 
against Japanese goods. And, 
by invoking article 35 of the 
General Agreements on Tariffs 
and Trade against Japan alone, 
many European nations have 
prevented us from obtaining the 
same treatment as all other 
countries under the ‘most fa- 
vored nation’ principle. 


“Finally, a few words on Ja- 
pan’s trade liberalization poll- 
cies. I have long urged fur- 
ther liberalization of our im- 
port and investment regula- 
tions, because I consider this 
essential to our economic 
growth and to strengthening 
oyr competitive power in world 
markets. We are currently re- 
examining the liberalization 
plan drawn up last June and 


are endeavori to accelerate 
the process of liberalization. 
Such acceleration will, of 


course, have to be accommodat- 
ed to our needs for ge 
the productivity of small a 
medium scale manufacturing 
industries. 

“Japan and the United Sjates, 
in enteri the second century 
of our relationships, have in- 
creasingly strong ties of inter- 
dependence as influential mem- 
bers of the Free World. I firm- 
ly believe that the strong poll- 
tical and economic ties and 
moral bonds existing between 
our two countries will serve the 
cause of world peace, and I am 
determined - continue work- 
ing for the further. stre nm 
ing of Tibakase Aibasicdl’ wo.

a. the resolution was frst 
vo paragraph b ra h 
and finally as a whol Gaver 
registered South Africa's ab- 
stention.

The vote was by show of 
hands so it was difficult to see 
how the delegates voted but 
among the governments ab- 
staining were the United States, 
Britain, Canada, South Africa, 
New Ze@iand, Australia, France, 
Italy, West Germany, Greece, 
the Netherlands and Brazil. 

Those voting in favor tnclud- 
ed the whole Afro-Asian group, 
all the Communist countries and 
some Latin American repubtics. 


6 ‘Peace Walkers’ 
Seized by France 


LE HAVRE, France (AP)— 
Six “peace marchers” who are 
te of a group trying to walk 
rom San Francisco to Moscew 
were held in jail Friday as the 
unwanted guests of France. 

They were rounded up after 
swimming. ashore from the 
channel ‘steamer Normannia 
Thursday night. French authori- 
ties—for the second time—had 
refused to permit the landing 
of the marchers, who are pro- 
testing nuclear warfare. 

Fifteen of them tried to swim 
ashore. A dozen were rou 
up and herded back on the 
mannia. Then, just before the 
ship sailed for Britain, three 
marchers jumped into the water 
and were fished out too late to 
be put back on the ship. 

They joined three others who 
originally had paddled ashore 
and were located too late to 
send back on the Normannia. 

Those held by the French 
authorities were not immediate- 
ly identified.

Maj. Hino claims, according 
to Weekly Gendai, that he was 
the one who had Gen. Mac- 
Arthur dismissed from service 
in_ the Pacific. 

ere’s the story as it is told 
in Weekly Gendai: “I had Gen. 
MacArthur Dismissed From 
Service.” 

GSDF intelligence officer 
Hino—also a prewar naval in- 
telligence officer—was jobless 
when the Korean War broke 
out on June 23, 1950, and the 
U.S. and South Korean troops 
were being driven southward 


in the peninsula by North 
Korean troops. 
It was Aug. 31, 1950, that 


a Hino visited the then 
aritime Security Agency dl- 
rector Takeo Okubo—seeking a 
job. Hino took out somethin 
from his pocket and tol 
Okubo, “I brought this as a 
caller’s present. . .” 

It was a letter sent from 
Chinese Lin, Shaohsiung in 
Hongkong. During the war, 
Lin was first a Chiang Kai- 
shek intelligence agent but 
later joined Japanese _  intel- 
ligence operations through 
Gimel Miyake who was then 
editor of the Shanghai China 
News Agency. Miyake was 
Hino’s friend too. 

The Lin letter said: “While 
traveling around China main 
land, I talked with important 
Red Chinese Government lead- 
ers and military officers. They 
said the Red Chinese Army has 
almost completed preparations 
for war. ey are now walt- 
ing for attack-orders from Mos- 
cow and Peiping. They are to 
attack South Korea, Taiwan, 
Hongkong and Annam.. .” 

Surprised, director Okubo 


asked Hino to obtain as much 
information as possible regard- 
ing the disposition of the Red 
Army. 


Hino immediately Was en- 
gaged in a new job—selection 
and analysis of information 
coming from Lin. At Miyake'’s 
request, Lin airmailed the in- 
formation consisting of reports 
from persons who esca from 
China mainland and ‘3 se 
cret men and friends in Red 
Chinese local newspapers and 
magazines and Red Chinese 
Party reports. 

Before winter came, Hino 
had completed valuable reports 
of not only Red Chinese Army 
strength but maps of railroad 
and ship supply lines and ar- 
rangements of military factories 
and heavy industries. Hino’s 
findings were passed on to the 
Presidential office in Washing- 
ton, D.C. through Mr, Y. who 
was in touch with the CIA 
office near Nagoya City. Mr. Y, 
was also a prewar Japanese in- 
telligence officer and former 
military attache to the Japanese 
embassy in Holland during the 
war. 


Meanwhile, Gen. MacArthur 
flew to Korea as the U.N. 
Forces supreme commander. 


Ten days after his arrival the 
U.N. and South Korean troops 
succeeded in recapturing Seoul 


—in September 1950. They 
chased the  fleel North 
Korean troops northward at 


such amazing speed that they 
thought they could celebrate 
victory during the Christmas 
holidays in Japan. 

As winter came and snow 
covered the battlefields, how- 
ever, the advancement of the 
U.N. force became slower. And, 
suddenly, one day at the end 
of November, the U.N. force 
came face to face with a huge 
crowd of the soldiers in green 
uniforms—the Red Chinese 


troops! 
Seoul fell again into the 


hands of the Red Army—on 
Jan. 3, 1961, 
Gen. MacArthur and his GHQ 
p then strongly advocated 
a blockade of the China coast 
line by the U.N. naval force 
and bombing of Red Chinese 
bases in anchuria and in 
mainland China. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur even thought of letting 
the Chiang Kai-shek force land 
on the southern coast of the 
Chinese mainland. 

The then President Harry 5. 
Truman and his Pentagon lead- 
ers, however, were opposed to 
the general's view. On April 
11, President Truman took 
abrupt action—dismissal of the 
general from his service in the 
Pacific. 

Why? President Truman 
saw the danger of another 
world war if the U.N. force 
should bomb mainland China. 
For, he had in his hands the 
secret information sent from 
Maj. Hino: that Russia and Red 
China were ready to go into 
total war, ff necessary. 

The Hino information which, 
the weekly claims, served 
remove Gen. MacArthur from 
the Pacific included data re- 
garding how Red China and 
Russia moved their army to 
fight against the U.N. forces. 
Red China concentrated Field 
Army No. 1 and No. 2 along 
the Tibet border; Field Army 
No. 3 of 550,000 men along the 
coastline of mainiand China; 
250,000 of Lin Piao’s Field 
Army No. 4 in Manchuria and 
Korea; two other corps of 
300,000 men near Hankow; one 
more corps of 100,000 men near 
Hongkong and troops of 200,000 
in southern Manchuria. 

Russia, Hino reported, built 
up in Manchuria divisions of 
500,000 men.

Japan Ill-Advised to Use — 
Constant Cry of Poverty 


By SHELDON WESSON 


There are an awful lot of peo- 
ple who are becoming awfully 
tired of hearing the refrain that 

apan is a “poor” country. 

hat is “poor” and what is 
“rich?” Surely, a nation can- 
not describe itself by a single 
term. But, equally surely, a 
nation cannot describe itself by 
both. 

Politically, Japan is taking a 
“high posture” in international 
affairs -—- seeking a more 
respected voice in the United 
Nations, taking a paternalistic 
position in the campaign for 
economic aid to the underde- 
veloped nations of Asia. 

The Prime Minister is not 
unduly concerned over weak 
spots in the economic picture, 
and says clearly that world con- 
fidence is Japan's strength can- 
not be shaken. The Jress and 
the people wriggle in delighted 
embarrassment when the new 
American ambassador assures 
them that Japan is again, to- 
day, a nation capable of influ- 
encing world events. 

And yet, at every turn and at 
every chance, Japan pleads 
poverty and weakness in the 
world’s economic conclaves, in 
order to wangle for herself the 
favored treatment which is re- 
served for the truly poor. 

The weakness of Japan’s 
healthy growing industries is 
forever cited as the reason for 
either delaying or nullifying 
certain phases of the import lib- 
eralization program. 

The weakness of Japan's bal- 
ar.ce-of-payments position and 
foreign exchange reserves is 
justification for 
striction’, foreign exchange re- 

despite pressure from 
the International Monetary 

And the vependne delegation 
blithely tells the ILO (in effect) 
that Japan cannot afford the 
luxury of a 40-hour work week, 
because the nation’s enterprises 
are too small, tod weak, too 
poor. 

Import restrictions enacted 
by other countries against Ja- 
panese products are “bad” be. 
cause Japan is “poor” and needs 
the markets, Import restric. 
tions enacted by Japan against 
the products of other countries 
are “necessary” because Japa- 
ese industries are “weak.” 

This goes on and on in the 
papers every day—while the 
Government happily boasts 
about the growing consumption 
of durable consumer goods, ris- 
ing wages, growing production 
and predicts even greater 
heights to come. 

® yen is stronger now than 
at any time since World War 
Il—selling at a discount of less 
than 3 per cent in the black 
market, a spread which would 
be virtually wiped out if the 
currency were freely converti- 
ble. Yet, the Government cries 
poverty and predicts doom if 
pressure from the IMF for par- 
tial relaxation is heeded. 

Worst of all recent manifesta- 
tion of this sackcloth-and-ashes 
approach to the economy is the 
40-hour-week debates. It is held 
that we small and medium 
enterpr cannot afford to 
work a 40-hour week because 
their productivity is low. In 
other words, the Government is 
arguing that inefficient margin- 
al enterprises which exist be- 
cause they can take advantage 
of their workers should be en- 
couraged to continue. 

It is argued that the duality 
of the national economy—the 
gap between small enterprises 
and large—must be eliminated 
before the conditions of work. 
ers in the small ones can be 
ameliorated. 

On the contrary, in other 
major industrial nations smaller 
enterprises must compete with 
larger ones for labor by paying 
competitive wages—and if smal. 
ler enterprises are to exist, they 
must develop efficiency else- 
where. The implication in 
Japan is that small enterprises 
must become larger, because 
their very smallness makes them 
u

weakness of the small enter- 
priser—is the cottage industry. 
This is the back-of-the-house 
unit that weaves straw mats or 
makes toys, using surplus hands, 
very old or very young, around 
the household: This type of en- 
terprise exists in Japan only be- 
cause of a labor surplus, As 
that surplus gives Place to a 
tight labor market, those cot. 
tage-scale units, and other enter. 
prises which have flourished on 
the willingness of surplus bodies 
to work just for their food, wil) 
necessarily be squeezed out of 
the nation’s economy anyhow. 

To argue that a 48-hour week 
is “necessary” to preserve these 
anachronisms is fallacious at 
best, deceptive always, ruinous 
at worst. 

Japan is trying to build up 
an international image of moder- 
nity and progress, so that her 
Products will not be discrimi- 
nated against on the genera- 
of sweated 
labor. Yet the nation Zoes be-

argues that sweated labor is 
“necessary.” 


Which side of this game are 
Wwe playing? Both? 

Is Japan “poor” or “rich;” is 
Japan “strong” or “weak?” Nei- 
ther. Japan is progressing from 
“poor and weak” to “strong and 
rich” in steps which are un- 
equal in various segments of 
the national life. There is every 
reason to encourage the transi- 
tion. There is every reason to 
shed practices which tend to 
encourage the status quo and to 
hold back the progress of the 
body as a whole.

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Japanese-American Cooperation 
Prime Minister Ikeda’s visit to the United States ap- 
pears to have been a remarkable success and we are glad 
to see some practical results in the decision to establish 
three joint committees to “strengthen the partnership” 


between Japan and America. 


Mr. Ikeda received a rousing reception when he visited 
both Houses of Congress on Thursday and it was obvious 


that wherever he went he was a welcome guest. 


His talks 


with President Kennedy revealed a large measure of 
friendly agreement and the joint communique issued by 
the two statesmen affirmed the determination of the Unit- 
ed States and Japan to intensify their efforts toward peace 
and mentioned the strengthening of the United Nations 


as a common objective. 


They expressed concern over the unstable aspects of 
the situation in Asia and agreed to hold close consulta- 
tions in the future with a view to discovering ways and 
means by which stability and well-being might be achieved 


in that area, 


Communist China and Korea were discussed but ac- 
cording to a statement made by Mr. Ikeda at a news 
conference in Washington he has not yet decided what 
Japan’s stand will be on the question of admitting Com- 
munist China or Outer Mongolia to the United Nations 


this autumn. 


“Any judgment,” he:said, “will be made in 


the light of the international situation and in full con- 
sideration of the many factors involved.” 

On the subject of trade with Red China, Mr. Ikeda 
said elsewhere that Japan was interested in contacts with 


the Chinese mainland. 


“We do not like communism,” 


he declared, “but we would like to develop trade with 
that country. We believe that the ideology and political 


side are completely separate.” 


The Prime Minister admit- 


ted, however, that he did not anticipate “any sizable 
increase” in Japan’s trade with Communist China. 
During his visit to Washington, Mr. Ikeda showed that 
he was preoccupied, among other matters, with the ques- 
tion of atomic explosions—an issue brought again into 
prominence by the failure of the Geneva nuclear test 
ban conference owing to the Russian attitude on controls. 
Mr. Ikeda said it was his “prayerful hope” and that of 
the Japanese people that the United States, the United 
Kingdom, France and Soviet Russia would bring nuclear 
weapons under control in an effective manner, but he 
declared he was not prepared to say at this stage what. 
the Japanese reaction would be if the United States resum- 


ed testing. 


President Kennedy was unable to hold a final meeting 
with Mr. Ikeda owing to having contracted a sudden virus 
infection, but Mr. Ikeda had a meeting with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk after which the latter said the Prime 
Minister’s visit had laid the foundations for closer and more 
effective cooperation and new chapters were opening up 
in Japanese-American relations. 


Foreign Minister Kosaka, who accom 


the Prime 


Minister to Washington, discussed with Mr. Rusk practical 
plans for collaboration between the two countries Ac- 


cording to the exchange of 


notes on the subject, it is 


proposed that there shall be established a joint U.S.Japan 
committee on trade and economic affairs to consist of the 
American Secretaries of State, the Treasury, the Interior, 
Agriculture, Commerce and Labor, and the Japanese Min- 
isters of Foreign Affairs, Finance, Agriculture and Forestry, 
International Trade and Industry, and Labor, and the direc- 
tor general of the Economic Planning Agency, together 
with such other officials of Cabinet rank as either Govern- 


ment may 


ate from time to time. 


While the over-all function of this committee will be 
to promote economic collaboration, it will pay particular 


attention to the elimination 


of any possible conflicts of 


interest. Of the two other committees it is proposed to 


set up, one will endeavor to 


increase cultural and educa- 


tional cooperation, and the other to heighten scientific 


cooperation. 


The functions of all three committees are 


thus of a practical nature, and they should be able to 
consolidate processes that are already in train between 


the two nations. 


On the subject of the future of Okinawa, no definite 
commitments appear to have been made on either side. 
The joint communique simply said that the President and 
Prime Minister had exchanged views on matters relating 
to the Ryukyu and Bonin islands “which are under the 
United States Administration but .in which Japan retains 
residual sovereignty,” and that the President affirmed that 
the United States would make further efforts to enhance 
the welfare of the residents of the Ryukyus and wel- 
eomed Japanese cooperation in these efforts. The precise 
nature of this cooperation may doubtless be left to future 
discussions with a feeling of equanimity on the part of 
this country and the people of Okinawa itself. 

Summing up, it is certain, we think, that Mr. Ikeda’s 
visit to the United States has been proved worthwhile. 
Before he left Japan, there had been some misgivings as 
to whether there was really such a need for high-level 
talks between the United States and this country as to 
warrant his journey, but today there is a wide consensus 
of opinion that a basis has been laid for increased coop- 


eration between the two countries. 


We hope one of the 


results will be a better understanding of America and 
American policy among all sections of the Japanese people 
and that those who have tried vainly to drive a wedge 
between the two countries will be converted to a better 


way of thinking. 
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JCP ’s Double Membership 


Party on Eve of Eighth Congress Boasts 100,000 Strength 


The Communist Party of 
Ja now boasts a member- 
ship of 100,000. , Although ac- 
curacy of the party's member- 
ship statistics is open to doubt, 
it is generally held certain that 
the party has more than doubl- 
ed its membership since the 
last convention three years ago. 
While the ratio is one Com- 
munist in 1,000 people, the in- 
crease has been quick enough 
to cause serious concern, though 
not alarm. 

With this membership, the 
Japanese Communists form the 
largest single left-wing political 
party in this country, ause 
the Socialist Party, as it is often 
aptly described, is a “reverse- 
a type” party with a 
arge representation in the legis- 
lature but without commensu- 
rate as in party member- 
ship. e Socialist Party has 
144 Representatives In the 467- 
seat Lower House and 67 Coun- 
cillors in the 250-seat Upper 
House but its membership is 
only about 50,000. The Com- 
munist Party holds three seats 
each in both Houses of the legis- 


lature. 
Rise and Gain 

This sudden rise in the Com- 
munist membership is attribut- 
able, more than anything else, 
to the party’s intensive cam- 
paign launched with a pro- 
nounced aim “to dotsble the 
membership.” The party is also 
scoring some success in its 
effort to boost the circulation 
of the party organ Akahata (the 
Red Fiag). 

What part of this inc-vease 
the party will be able to retain 
as a more or less permanent 
gain remains to be seen. But 
the gain is indeed - ‘gnificant, 
if it indicates that despite the 
Socialist lack of scruples in ap- 
proaching the Communist line 
a considerable number of left- 
ists are forsaking the Socialist 
Party and embracing’ the 
straight Communist line. While 
the conservative Government 
of this country is assuming the 
so-called “low posture” attitude 
and pursuing the “double-the 
national income” policy for 
economic prosperity, the Social- 
ist Party is trying to appeal to 
wider segments of people with 
its slogan for “structural re 
form.” 

Communist Success 

The CP membership started 

to increase, it should be noted,

even before Prime Minister 
Ikeda took over. The party 
gained members, capitalizing 
upon the leftist movement 
against the Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty, which. culminated in 
the well-known June riots last 
year.

program will meet with success 
remains to be seen and the 
Communist membership cam- 
paign is scoring success on 
shorter terms. While it is only 
fair to allow the Government 
more time, a number cf points 
can be observed immediately. 


Rather few Japanese, it is 
true. recognize the negative 
moral nature of communism in 
the sense that the people in 
Western nations do. In Japan 
and probably also in other 
Asian countries, communism 
may appear to be another tocl, 
though a radical one, tc oppose 
the “evil” of government. And 
low living standards, no coubt, 
make a hotbed for communism. 

Equal Distribution 

But communism is no mere 
manifestation of discontent 
with one’s indigent condition 
alone. The real indigents are 
mostly conservative in_ social 
and political outlook, while in- 
tellectuals and comparatively 
well-paid workers are often 
lured by communism. If they 
are not content, they are troubl-

I submit the following 
research from six different, 
independent sources and trust 
Japan Times readers to decide 
which figures are true, 


(1) The four-nation (includ- 
ing Russia) GHQ report states 
that 78,150 died immediately in 
Hiroshima (not 200,000). 


(2) The independent Facts 
on File, Dec. 31, 1945 states: 
Maj. Shichiro Kihara of the 
Japanese Imperial Army told 
Allied feporters that 139,000 
were killed in Hiroshima and 
23,753 were killed in Nagasaki 
(not 100,000), 40,454 wounded 
and 1,927 missing. 


(3) The much quoted 1961 
N.Y. World Telegram and Sun 
World Almanac, p. 209 states of 
the 343,959 people in Hiroshima, 
78,150 were killed, 37,425 in- 
jured and 13,083 missing. Of 
Nagasaki’s 252,630 population, 
73,884 were killed. 

(4) In the authorative His- 
tory of U.S. Naval Operations 
in W.W. II, Vol. 14, 1960, p 345 
it states that 71,379 (including 
military) were killed in Hiro- 
shima, 19,691 injured and 
171,000 were rendered homeless. 
This includes the 14 postwar 
years. However, the official 
Japanese Government notice of 
July 31, 1959 reduces the figure 
to only 60,175 killed. 

(5) In Atomic tests by 
Arthur H. Compton (56), Oxford 
press, p. 237 it lists 100,000 dead 
in Hiroshima and 40,000 in 
Nagasaki. 

(6) The famous Encyclope-

dia Britannica, 1961 edition lists 
66,000 killed in Hiroshima with 
69,000 injured and in Nagasaki 
39,000 killed with 25,000 
jured. 


These six sources violently 
disagree with Gensuikyo’s “soro-

Becoming Unorthodox 


Moreover, the Communists 
themselves are not so materia- 
listic as their doctrines seem 
to suggest. However misguided 
their entire efforts may be, 
their devotion and dedication 
are sometimes impressive. 
Especially in Asia, communism 
can capture the humanitarian 
and nationalistic imagination of 
the people. Not a negative but a 
positive moral value can com- 
munism be given by Asians 
who think in disregard of the 
Western system of values. 


Communism itself, however, 
seems to be getting unorthodox 
at least in Japan. For instance, 
how can the Communist Party 
remain a party of elites after 
enlarging its membership two- 
fold in so short a period? Ap- 
parently, they do not care, so 
long as the growth in member- 
ship is advantageous to their 
party and their revolution. 


The Communist Party of 
Japan is trying to reestablish 
its orthodoxy by adopting a 
new party platform at ‘ts eighth 
convention late next month. 
But it is rather hard to see 
how orthodox, in the Marx- 
Leninist sense, this draft plat- 
form is. 


No Stone Unturned 


It will certainly be orthodox 
in the sense that its adoption 
will strengthen the leadership 
Kenji 
Miyamoto and Satomi Hakama- 
da. It insists that Japan is sub- 
servient to the United States 
and the Communists must fight 
the “two enemies”—“U.S. im- 
perialism and Japanese mono 
polistic capitalism” — through 
what is called the nationalistic 
and democratic united front of 
workers, farmers, intellectuals, 
women, students and small 
enterprisers. 


The party seems determined 
to leave no stone unturned in 
its attempt to stamp out “un- 
orthodox” views. The party also 
showed its international solidar- 
ity by promptly lodging a pro- 
test against the U.S. Supreme 
Court decision on the Smith- 
McCarran Acts last week. (Aka- 
hata, June 19) 


For all practical purposes, 
however, it is safer to regard 
the party as being highly fiex- 
ible in its effort to enlarge its 
hold upon this country, and the 
Government policy for economic 
prosperity alone cannot be an 
effective counterforce.

Particular- 
ly for those who seldom have 
the opportunity to go out it 
is a treat to go to the airport 
and see people from other 
countries, often in their native 
dress. 

The country people bring 
banners on which the name of 
the traveler is written.

Bouquets are often presented 
to the people—even’ to men— 
who are going away, but in 
the compact airplane there is 
no place to leave the bouquets 
except on the shelf and the 
flowers wither before the plane 
arrives at its destination. 

Women travelers are usually 
given a corsage and made to 
feel glamorous but the flowers 
also droop and are no good to 
be worn when landing. Mrs.

Flowers undoubtedly comfort 
travelers and produce a restful 
atmosphere. 

Those who have traveled by 
air to other countries must 
have had the experience of 
having to carry gifts given at 
the airport. Once I was given 
a big box of “sembei” (salted 
Japanese cookies) which Il 
carried through my trip to the 
United States. 

The Japanese people are 
known for giving gifts, but it 
is rather’ inconsiderate to 
give bulky gifts at the airport.

Text of Communique 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Fol- 
lowing is the text of a com- 
munique issued Thursday by 
President Kennedy and Prime 
Minister Hayato Ikeda of Japan 
following their discussions 
here: 

President Kennedy and Prime 
Minister Ikeda concluded today 
a constructive and friendly ex- 
change of views of the present 
international situation and on 
relations between the United 
States and Japan. secretary 
Rusk, Foreign Minister Kosaka, 
and other U.S. and Japanese 


officials participated in the con- 
versations. 


The President and the Prime 
Minister discussed various prob- 
lems confronting the peoples 
of the world who are resolved 
to defend their freedom, and 
they reaffirmed the determina- 
tion of the two countries to 
intensify their efforte toward 
the establishment of world 
peace based on freedom and 
justice. } 


The President and the Prime 
Minister stressed that the com- 
mon policy of the two countries 
is to strengthen the authority of 
the United Nations as an organ 
for the maintenance of world 
peace. ' 


The Ags oe and the Prime 
Minister eXpressed their con- 
cern over.the unstable aspects 
of the situation in Asia and 
agreed to hold close consulta- 
tions in the future with a view 
to discovering the. ways and 
means by which stability and 
well-being might be achieved in 
that area. Their discussion of 
the Asian situation included an 
examination of various problems 
relating to Communist China. 
They also exchanged views con- 
cerning the relations of their re- 
spective countries with Korea. 


The President and the Prime 
Minister recognized the urgent 
need for an agreement on a 
nuclear test ban accompanied by 
effective inspection and control 
measures, agreeing that it is of 
crucial importance for world 
peace. They also expressed their 
conviction that renewed efforts 
should be made in the direction 
of general disarmarrent. 


The President and Prime Min-

ister reviewed the world eco 
nomic situation. 

They agreed on the need for 
continued and close cooperation 
among the free countries of the 
world, particularly In promotin 
the growth of internationa 
trade and financial stability. 
They agreed that both countries 
should pursue liberal trade po- 
licies looking toward an orderly 
expansion of trade between the 
two countries. The President 
and the Prime Minister stressed 
the importance of development 
assistance to less-developed 
countries. The Prime Minister 
expressed a particular interest 
in this connection In develop- 
ment assistance for east As 
that both countries would bees 
positive efforts to their extent 
of their respective capacities. 

The President and the Prime 
Minister expressed satisfaction 
with the firm foundation in 
which the United States-Japa- 
nese partnership is established. 
To strengthen the partnership 
between the two countries, they 
agreed to establish a joint 
United States-Japan Committee 
on Trade and Economic Affairs 
at the Cabinet level, noting that 
this would assist in achieving 
the objectives of Article II of 
the Treaty of Mutual Coopera- 
tion and Security. The Presi- 
dent and the Prime Minister 
also recognized the importance 
of broadening educational, cul- 
tural and scientific cooperation 
between the two countries. They 
therefore agreed to form two 
United States-Japan committees, 
one to study expanded cultural 
and educational cooperation be- 
tween the two countries, the 
other to seek ways to strength- 
en scientffic cooperation. 

The President and the Prime 
Minister exchanged views on 
matters relating to the Ryukyu 
and Bonin Islands which are 
under the United States Adim- 
inistration but in which Japan 
retains residual sovereignty. 
The President affirmed that the 
United States would make fur- 
ther efforts to enhance the wel-

Rusk-Kosaka Notes 


Following is the text of an 
exchange of notes between Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Foreign Minister Zentaro Ko- 
saka concerning Joint United 
States-Japan Committee on 
Trade and Economic Affairs: 

Excellency: 


I have the honor to refer to 
recent discussions between the 
President of the United States 
ot America and the Prime 
ister of Japan concerning the 
desirability of developing ar- 
rangements for consultations 
between our two countries on 
economic matters of mutual 
concern. In this connection, it 
is noted that Article II of the 
Treaty of Mutual Cooperation 
and Security between the United 
States of America and Japan, 
signed at Washington, Jan. 19, 
1960, both parties agreed that 
“they will seek to eliminate con- 
flict in their international polli- 
cies and will encourage econo- 
mic collaboration between 
them.” These discussions re- 
vealed a desire on the part of 
both Governments to establish 
a committee for periodic consul- 
tation between their respective 
Cabinet members having major 
responsibility for economic po- 
licy, 

I have the honor to propose, 
therefore, that our two Govern- 
ments agree: : 

A. That there be established 
a joint United States-Japan 
Committee on Trade and Econ- 
omic Affairs; 


B. That the committee shall 
consist: for the United States 
of America, of the Secretaries 
of State, the Treasury, the In- 
terior, Agriculture, Commerce 
and Labor, and, for Japan, of 
the ministers for Foreign Af- 
fairs, Finance, Agriculture and 
Forestry, International Trade 
and Industry, and Labor, and 
the director general of the 
Economic Planning Agency to- 
gether with such other officials 
of Cabinet rank as elther Gov- 
ernment may’ designate from 
time to time as the need arises; 

Cc. That the committee's 
functions shall be: 


1. To consider means of 
promoting economic collabora- 
tion between the two countries; 


2. In particular, to exchange 
information and views on mat 
ters which might adversely af- 
fect the continued expansion 
of mutually profitable trade 
and on questions relating to 
the economic assistance pro- 
grams of the two countries 


which require joint considera- 
tion; 

3. To report to the respective 
Governments on such discus- 
sions in order that considera- 
tion may be given to measures 
deemed Appropriate and neces- 
sary to ¢liminate conflict in the 
international economic policies 
of the two countries, to provide 
for a fuller measure. of econ- 


Min- omic collaboration and to en- 


courage the flow of trade. 


D. That the committee shall 
meet once a year or more often, 
as may be considered by the 
two Governments. 


E. That the committee shall 
meet alternately in the United 
States and Japan, the chairman 
to be the United States Secre-. 
tary of State or another mem- 
ber designated by the United 
States Government when meet-
